AT A SCHOOL EXHIBITION. 


A rr*e (or All right In Which One Feraoa 


Was Killed and Five or Sic OU»»r» 


Were Fatally Wona4*4. 


CHARLESTON-, W. Va., Dec. IS.—At a 


school exhibition near Poca, this coun- 
ty, occurred one of the most terrible 
tragedies ever enacted in the county, 
resulting in the death of one and fatal- 
ly wounding five or six others. A 
crowd of young men attempted to dis- 
turb the school exhibition and break 
up the performance, when the teacher, 
named Fisher, objected and tried to 
eject them. They turned on him, and. 
several of the audience coming to his 
assistance, caused a general free for 
all fight between the two factions who 
have had a long standing fend. Harry 
Flasher was shot in the heart and died 
instantly; Henry Carney, shot in the 
back and is dying. Ralph Jones and 
two others, whose names are not ob- 
tainable, were fatally shot. George 
Gibson was shot in the hands. Haz 
Harding had his skull crushed and sev- 
eral others received minor wounds. 
This has broken out the old Poca feud 
and the end is feared. No arrests have 
yet been made.

it is separated only by the Kill Von 
Hull, and that Andrew Carnegie is 
back of the enterprise. Of this theory 
no confirmation 
could be obtained
